Can’t Reconcile Statements. 

Symington also was reported | 
by a close associate to be unable | 
to reconcile Sears’s statements | 
when he first met him yester- | 
day, that he had not taken a 
position on McCarthy’s activities, 
plus similar statements to re-' 
porters and on television later 
in the day, with the favorable 
statements about McCarthy 
which were attributed to him 
last night. 

In reply to a direct question 
on these points today, Syming- 
ton told the Post-Dispatch that 
he and his colleagues “expect to | 
discuss these matters,” possibly 
today. 

The Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day that at the outset of the 
16-day search for counsel, which 
ended yesterday with Sears’s se- 
lection, Symington had sug- 
gesied three persons as candi- 
dates to fill the subcommittee’s 
demand for an eminent lawyer. 
The position was offered to none 
of them. 

Symington’s Nominations. 

One was William ‘Leahy, a 
Democrat and a Catholic and an 
outstanding Washington trial 
lawyer. The others were Jacob 
M. Lashly, a Democrat, and 
Richmond C. Coburn, Repub- 
lican, both of St. Louis. It was

Korea Record Supports 
Dulles’s Charge They 
Prevent Inspection of 
Violations. 


By ROBERT PROSSER 


SEOUL, April 2 (AP)—Sup- 
port was found here today for 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’s charge that the Com- 
munists are blocking adequate, 
on-the-spot checks in North 
Korea of reported armistice vio- 
lations. 

The record shows growing 
conflict since last September 
within the four-nation Neutral 
Nations Supervisory Commis- 
sion bossing this job. 

Sweden, Switzerland and 
Communist Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia man the N.N.S.C. and 
also the 10 inspection teams set 
up togcheck all reports of vio- 
lations. 

Without a single exception 
the records show Poland and 
Czechoslovakia have sided with 
the Communists. Swedish and 
Swiss members, on the other 
hand, sometimes uphold Red 


Charges by Dulles. 

In a speech Monday in New 
York, Dulles said the United 
Nations command had reported 
40 Communist violations of the 
armistice and added: 

“That only tells part of the 
story, for the basic violation is 
that the Swedish and Swiss 
members of the supervisory 
commission are denied an ade- 
quate opportunity to supervise 
the north and to detect Com- 
munist violations.” 

When asked about Dulles’s 
statement, a spokesman for 
Swedish members of the neu- 
tral nations’ truce~inspection 
teams told this-torrespondent 
“there is a gentleman’s agree- 
ment among members of the su- 
pervisory commissions to grant 
no individual interviews con- 
cerning the problems of the 
commission.” 

Previously, however, some 
members of the teams com- 
plained privately that their 
movements were strictly limited 
by the Reds in North Korea. 

Lacey Supports Dulles. 

Maj. Gen. Julius K. Lacey, 
chief of the Military Armistice 
Commission on the Allied side, 
agreed with Dulles. 

He said that although the 
Swiss and Swedish representa- 
tives had made no “specific com- 
plaints,” nonetheless  ‘“state- 
ments made by them at N.N.S.C. 
meetings indicate they fee] that 
they hav@ been blocked in their 
effort to investigate Communist 
violations.” 

The N.N.S.C. reports are given 
to the Military Armistice Com- 
mission. 

“Communist interference with 
N.N.S.C. investigations has been 
interposed in two ways,” Lacey 
said. 

“First is the fact that Lee 
Sang Cho (Lacey’s opposite on 
the Red side) has rendered uni- 
lateral decisions in which he 
refused to permit such investi- 
gations. 

“Second is the fact that the 
Polish and Czech delegates to 
the N.N.S.C. have without excep- 
tion supported the decisions of 
Lee Sang Cho.” 

Lacey once offered photo- 
graphs and statements of es- 
caped Koreans in support of 
charges the Reds impressed cap- 


tured South Korean military | 


personnel into service in viola- 
tion of the armistice. The Reds 
refused to let the teams investi- 
gate. Among chafges made by 
Gen. Lacey is one that the 
Reds were sneaking in jet air- 
craft. The armistice forbids such 
a military buildup. He asked 
that additional truce investiga- 
tion teams have a look. The 
Reds said no. 


$40,000,000 FOR SPANISH 
BASES VOTED BY SENATE UNIT 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) 
— Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, said the Senate Ap- 
propriation Committee today 
gave “final clearance for spend- 
ing $40,000,000 on the first 
phase of the Spanish air base 
program.” 

Ferguson, as acting chairman, 
announced the approval after a 
two and a half hour closed- 
door session with Pentagon of- 
ficers. ‘

$270,000,000 for the Spanish in- 
stallations but funds for spe- 
cific projects must be approved 
by appropriations and armed 
services tommittees of Senate 
and House.

Nations Agree to Co-op- 
_ erate in Defense, Eco- 
} nomic Matters for 
' Five Years. 


KARACHI, April 2 (AP) — 
Pakistan and Turkey, the latter 
NATO’s easternmost member, 
signed a five-year mutual as- 
sistance pact here today, agree- 
ing to co-operate in defense and 
economic matters. 

The United States had wel- 
comed the agreement, announced 
Feb. 19, as a constructive step 
toward bolstering the free 
world’s defenses. The Soviet 
Union, a northern neighbor of 
the two Moslem nations, as- 
sailed the alliance, charging it 
creates an anti-Russian ‘“mili- 
tary bloc in the Near and Mid- 
dle East.” ’ 

Washington officials hoped 
the collective security alliance 
across the Soviets’ southern 
borders would be enlarged to 
include Iraq and Iran, but no 
formal overtures have been 
made to those nations. However, 
Turkish Foreign Minister Fuat 
Koprulu told his Parliament 
Feb. 19 Turkey aims to create 
a _collective security system 
“without any gap” and invited 
other nations to join. 

7-Article Treaty. 

The seven-article treaty was 
signed by Pakistan's Foreign 
Minister Sir Mohammed Zafrul- 
lah Khan, and Turkey’s ambas- 
sador to Karachi, Selah Attin 
Refet Arbel. 

The pact is renewable auto- 
matically every five years un- 
less either party gives notice of 
termination a year before expi- 
ration, c 

The two nations agreed to set 
up joint defense plans against 
an “unprovoked attack” against 
either of them, to supply each 
other with arms and ammuni- 
tion, and to “exchange informa- 
tion for the purpose of deriv- 
ing benefit jointly from tech- 
nical experience and progress.” 

Zafrullah Khan told a press 
conference. later the two na- 
tions planned to start joint mili- 
tary staff talks and exchange 
military missions “at an early 
date.” 

Both nations already are re- 
ceiving American arms, Turkey 
as a member of the 14-nation 
North Atlantic alliance and 
Pakistan under a recent aid 
agreement with the United 
States.

Collaborator on Four Books 
Purporting to Give ‘Con- 
fidential’ Look at U.S. 


BEVERLY HILLS, Cailif., 
April 2 (AP)—Jack Lait, editor 
of the New York Daily and Sun- 
day Mirror and reporter and 
executive of Hearst newspapers 
for, more than half a century, 
died at his home here yester- 
day after a long illness. He was 
71 years old. 

He, entered a hospital last Dec. 
7 after suffering a stroke but 
returned home later. Previously 
he had been confined for more 
than a year with a circulatory 
ailment. 

One of the most prolific writ- 


ers on United States newspapers, 
Mr. Lait first became prominent 


as a police reporter in the early 
1900s. Later he covered major 
stories ranging from _ sports 
events to political conventions 
and international peace confer- 
ences. 

He is survived by his wife, a

promise. He said, “it should be | 
an honor to serve in the mili- | 
tary and we want no Communists | 
in the armed services.” | 

Potter, who lost both legs in| 
World War Il, said the ar-| 
rangement of keeping subver-| 
sives in the lowest enlisted | 
rank would be a “disservice” to | 
the loyal enlisted men. | 

He thought. the Defense De-| 
partment was exaggerating the | 
danger of persons invoking the 
‘Fifth Amendment to escape 
military service. | 

“Branding a person a loyalty | 
risk for life will be a sufficient 
stigma to prevent such an oc-| 
currence,” he said.

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) 
~The House Labor Committee 


today approved the idea of hav- ; 


ing a revised Taft-Hartley act 
provide for pre-strike balloting. 

Chairman McConnell (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said the group 
fashioned the policy through a 
series of votes on proposals 
‘dealing with the issue. The ex- 
act language reflecting the pol- 
icy, he said, will be acted on 


when the committee meets on 
Monday. 

McConnell reporied the 
group, in closed session, ap- 
proved 23 to 5 a proposal by 
Representative Kearns (Rep., 
Pennsylvania, for strikes to be 
lawful only if union members 
approve the action before it is 
taken. 

It also approved 18 to 9 an- 
other proposal by Kearns which 
would require a majority of the 
eligible union members to de- 
termine the organization's 
course in a pre-strike vote. 

McConnell said the group re- 
jected 17 to 11 a motion by 
Representative Wier (Dem.), 
Minnesota, that no vote be re- 
quire in the law. It turned back 
22 to 5 a suggestion by Kearns 
that the law call for strikers to 
be required to vote on employ- 
ers’ final offers which precede 
walkouts. 

The chairman indicated the 
language of the bill will provide 
for the pre-strike balloting to 
be arranged by the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation 
Service but handled and super- 
vised by state, local or private 
agencies. 

McConnell added that it is 
likely the final draft will call 
for the ke vote to be 
taken within a 10-ay period be- 
— strikes can become effec- 

ve. 

Once the strike vote provi- 
sion is completed, the committee 
will turn to the issues regarding 
adminstration of the law and 
federal-state relations. 

President Eisenhower included 
the strike-vote issue among the 
14 recommendations for changes 
in the labor law which he sent 
to Co Jan. 11. The Senate 
Labor Committee which complet- 
ed a draft of its version yester- 
day left out this issue.

SEC RULES, SAYS 


BOARD MEMBER 


CHICAGO, April 2 (AP)—A 
Securities and Exchange commis- 
sioner reported yesterday a ‘“‘dis- 


couragingly large” 


number of 


violations of SEC rules covering 


stock and bond men. 
J. Sinclair’ Armstrong, 


the 


commissioner, addressed the an- 
nual conference of the central 
states group of the Investment 
Bankers Association of America. 
He said that in fiscal 1953 there 


were 683 broker-dealers in- 
spected. Of them, he noted, 360 
were violating confirmation and 
bookkeeping ~ rules, 154 were 
overcharging securities custom- 
ers, and 141 were Violating an- 
other regulation. 

Armstrong said some national 
exchanges and members of the 
National Association of Securi- 
ties Dealers are subject to cer- 
tain audits and inspections. He 
said in only 10 of the 48 states 
is there any progfam for inspec- 
tions and in only two are powers 
broad enough for routine inspec- 
tionns. “Thlis seems to place re- 
sponsibility to act very squarely 
on the SEC, whether we like it 


or not,” Armstrong said. 


EX-AID TO GOV, DRISCOLL 
SENTENCED AS TAX EVADER 


NEWARK, N.J., April 2 (AP) 
—Harold John Adonis, a clerk 
in Former Gov. Alfred E. Dris- 
coll’s office in 1948, was sen- 
tenced today to five years prison 
for income tax evasion. :

All Missouri Will Suffer 


After accepting an utterly destructive amend- 
ment by Republican Representative Copeland of 
Webster Groves, the lower chamber of the Legis- 
lature adopted the St, Louis earnings tax bill— 
without even the emergency clause which would 
hold to a minimum the period in which Jeffer- 
son City’s delays are costing St. Louis $22,000 
a day, 

The battle, however, is not lost. The House 
bill must now go to a joint committee for recon- 
ciliation with the more acceptable version adopt- 
ed by the State Senate. The city’s hopes now 
rest on the ability and the willingness of the 
Senators te induce a greater measure of fair- 
ness and cool reasonableness in the House. 


A major risk lies in the fact that the Senate 
is not scheduled to meet until next Thursday, 
which thus becomes the earliest date on which 
the work of reconciliation may begin. And there 
is a 60-day limit on the special session; so the 
job must be completed—with approval of a 
compromise bill in each chamber—by April 24. 
It would be outrageous if some partisan legis- 
lators were to attempt what they. did in the 
regular session: stall the méasure.to death. 


With the Copeland amendment, the House bill 
would extend the city’s authority to levy the 
earnings tax only until March 30, 1955. A fur- 
ther two-year extension would be sanctioned if 
approved by the voters of St. Louis in the No- 
vember elections. This is worse than an amend- 
ment proposed by the House Taxation Commit- 
tee which would at least have permitted such a 
referendum to vest this taxing power in the 
Aldermen permanently. 


Outstate Republicans who see vote-bait in its 
sabotaging might consider that the fight in be- 
half of the bill is a nonpartisan fight. In the 
lower chamber it was conducted under the lead- 
ership of both Republican Francis M. O’Brien 
and Democrat Eugene P. Walsh of the St. Louis 
delegation.

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For Sale: Apply White House 


Under White House auspices, five Government 
agencies have been busily clipping stamps from 
mail received recently, and these stamps— 
60 pounds in all—were sold at auction the other 
day for profit of the Government. 


This is a sort of federally-saving grace which 
not even the economical Calvin Coolidge thought 
of. In fact, this idea was thought of by a retired 
vice president of National City Bank of New 
York, Roger Steffan, who now is director of 
operations at the White House. 


Pending results of the sale, the public will 
have to defer judgment on just what kind of 
operation Mr. Steffan directed here. If the stamp 
sale made money, then it was undoubtedly an 
exhibition of business efficiency applied to im- 
prove bureaucratic waste (of used stamps), 


If, on the other hand, the stamp-clippers spent 
more time clipping stamps than the sale would 
justify, the venture may go down in history as 
just another example of governmental interfer- 
ence with private enterprise, which is what 
stamp collecting was, last we heard.

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Faster Than the Eye 

The pea is shuttling from walnut shell to shell 
with jet-propelled speed as the House considers 
public housing. 

President Eisenhower thinks he sees the pea 
under one walnut, and he says he is delighted 
that the Republican leadership has saved his 
program for 35,000 units of public housing next 
year. 


The friends of public housing will be delight- 
ed that the President is delighted—and they 
will hope he has a right to be. But they cannot 
help being confused by the fact that some Con- 
gressmen think the pea is under a different wal- 
nut altogether—especially since one such Con- 
gressman is Representative Taber of New York, 
chairman of the Appropriations Committee and 
thus a member of the G.O.P. leadership whom 
the President thanked for saving the public hous- 
ing program. 


Representative Taber says that public housing 
has not been saved at all. He says public housing 
is, in fact, dead. Since Representative Taber is 
one of those who is manipulating the walnuts, 
his judgment on where the pea is naturally 
commands a certain respect. On the other hand, 
if the President thinks public housing hag been 
saved, he must have some reason for thinking so. 


Who is right? The layman remote from Wash- 
ington will find it hard to figure out. All he 
knows is that the President asked for a public 
housing program of 35,000 units next year; that 
the House Appropriations Committee turned him 
down, and wrote an amendment limiting the pro- 
gram to 20,000 next year and a final 15,000 the 
following -year; that thig-amendment has been 
eliminated from the bill. 


Does the subtraction leave 35,000 units, or 
none? One thing Gan certainly be said. If this 
Administration. really wants, a public housing 
program, it had better bestir itself to remove 
all doubt about the legal authority for it.

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Off to an Odd Start 


After the long delay in getting the Senate in- 
quiry into the McCarthy-Cohn-Stevens-Schine’ 
battle under way, it is disappointing to learn 
that the Boston lawyer, Samuel P. Sears, who 
has been chosen as subcommittee counsel, prob- 
ably would have difficulty in conducting an im- 
partial inquiry. 

In the first place it appears to be a case of 
the man seeking the post. Mr. Sears made him- 
self available in a telegram to Senator Salton- 
stall of Massachusetts and the Senator in turn 
recommended Mr, Sears strongly to Senator 
Mundt of South Dakota, acting chairman of the 
subcommittee in Senator McCarthy’s place.,Con- 
gressman Curtis of Massachusetts also received 
a voluntary call from Mr. Sears. 

Yet though Mr. Sears seems clearly to have 
wanted the assignment, he told reporters that 
he was making a considerable sacrifice in ac- 
cepting inasmuch as the investigation would 
“interfere” with his law practice. But no lawyer, 
he said, has a “right to say no” unless there are 
“special reasons.” 

Reporters asked Mr. Sears if he-had ever de- 
clared himself on Senator McCarthy or on Mc- 
Carthyism. The subcommittee’s new counsel said 
he had never done so either publicly or pri- 
vately. Yet a check of newspaper files in Boston 
shows that Mr. Sears praised Senator McCar- 
thy’s re-election in 1952 and said that “he has 
done a great job and will continue to do so.” 


To favor the removal of subversives from 
Government posts is to take a stand that is 
virtually universal and rightly so. To support the 
McCarthy method of guilt by accusation and as- 
sociation is something else entirely. Undoubted- 
ly this is why Senator Jackson of Washington, 
who voted for hiring Mr, Sears, says he now is 
reserving judgment until he gets more facts. 
Republican Senator Potter of Michigan goes so 
far as to say tHat he will ask Mr. Sears, in the 
light of the disclosures, “if he still feels he can 
do an impartial investigation.” 

If Mr. Sears continues as counsel—and Chair- 
man Mundt makes the odd announcement that 
the appointment is “final‘as of now”—it will be 
his duty to search for the facts whatever they 
are. He will not be expected to be either pro- 
McCarthy and anti-Army or anti-McCarthy and 
pro-Army. If he is not a fair counsel that ought 
to become apparent almost at once. If he is even- 
handed and thorough in his probing that should 
be as evident. 

Meantime this first move of the McCarthy sub- 
committee goes to support the belief that the 
investigation ought to have been taken over by 
another Senate committee entirely. Over the 
weekend a second look at the new counsel is 
definitely in order. 
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This Time, What?

His record might win 
a booby prize for delinquency but he is no juve- 
nile. He is an adult—legally at least—and the 
law should be equal to dealing with him. 
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Two Stars Over the House 


Senate passage by vote of 57 to 28 of the . 


Alaska and Hawaii statehood bill accomplished 
even more, so far as the upper chamber is con- 
cerned, than the Eisenhower Administration had 
promised, The Administration had pledged itself 
to immediate statehood for Hawaii but had 
left Alaska for later. 

Thanks to the wise leadérship shown by Sena- 
tor Anderson of New Mexico, the two territories 
were joined in the legislation. The rightness of 
this course has now been vindicated so far as 
the Senate is concerned. 

If the Eisenhower Administration will put its 
full weight and prestige behind the legislation 
in the House, there ought to be a very good 
chance indeed of its passage. ° 

The House has historically been more friendly 
to statehood for the two territories than the Sen- 
ate. Statehood bills for both territories have 
been enacted by the lower chamber in preceding 
years. In the Senate the legislation has usually 
been bottled up in a hostile committee and even 
when reported out has never been brought to a 
vote, 

The House has passed the Hawaii bill but the 
Alaska bill has been bottled up in the Rules 
Committee for 10 months. 

Forcing the House to consider the two terri- 
tories together was one of the primary aims of 
Senator Anderson's strategy. 

The Administration is, in fact, on its mettle, 
so to speak, to. see that the measure does no 
Jess well in the Housé than it has done in the 
Senate. The legislation’ was aoe in the 
upper chamber although the ministration is 
in the minority there, 47 to 48, with one inde- 
pendent, Morse of Oregon. In the House the 
Republicans have 219 members to 215 Demo- 
crats and one independent. 

Admission of Alaska and Hawaii to the Union 
would be an accomplishment of historic magni- 
tude for the Administration over which Mr. 
Eisenhower presides. It would be a demonstra- 
tion of purpose and strength, It would contribute 
to the country's unity and bulwark the national 
defenses in a time of exceptional need. 

The benefits that would flow from successful 
passage of this legislation through the House are 
such as to invite the Administration's utmost ef- 
forts in its behalf.

WASHINGTON. 

It was after Paul Hoffman made one 
of his visits to Washington, including 
a call at the White House, that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said he was weary of 
the phrase “new look,” and redefined 
it as meaning only an orderly evolution 
of United States military policy. 

History does not record whether Mr. 
Hoffman commented to the President, 
as he has to others, on the wonderful 
semantics of the automobile industry, 
where he spent that 
part of his life not 
otherwise occupied 
by the Marshall 
Plan, the’ Ford 
Foundation, and the 
Citizens for Eisen- 
hower Committee. 

Ho’wever, the 
President did at- 
tempt to redefine 
one of Washing- 
ton’s most overused 
phrases into quiet 
terms. It can also 
be reported that 
sloganeering is fall- 
ing into disrepute 
along the Potomac, that there is less 
talk of “merchandising” the Administra-

tion program, and that two general 


categories of events preceded this not- 
able change in the atmosphere of Wash- 
ington. 

One event was Mr. Hoffman’s urbane 
discourse, heard by many others if per- 
haps not by the President, on semantics 
in the automobile industry. Mr. Hoff- 
man pointed out that only the Ameri- 
can automotive salesman of all people 
in the world could coin such a contra- 
diction in terms as a “hard-top con- 
vertible,” and that only in this same 
industry is the phrase “de luxe” em- 
ployed to mean a utility as opposed to 
a luxury product. 

The other event has been the se- 
quence of governmental merchandising 
— gone have left a residue of 
embarr and as yet incomplete po- 
litical onniaieme to be done. Experi- 
ence with these operations makes it in 
order to present a glossary of Washing- 
ton slogans a8 they are currently under- 
stood in this: city. . 

This glossary is not complete. Nor is 
it objective. In exaggerated form it does 
express why Mr, Hoffman has been 
reminding Administration officials of 
the inconsistency of “hard-top convert- 
ibles,” and why the President redefined 
“new look” as something evolutionary 
rather than revolutionary. 

It should be understood that the fol- 
lowing definitions are drawn from 
Washington conversations, some of 
them from the political opposition. 
(And, of course, they are not a serious 
statement of the editorial position of 


The Christian Science Monitor.) Don’t 
shoot the columnist: 


Unleashing Chiang Kai-shek. Keeping 
Chiang Kai-shek more comfortably 
housed on Formosa than the British 
kept King Haile Selassie during that 
monarch’s exile from Ethiopia at the 
Hyde Park Hotel in London. 


Liberation. Containment of the Soviet 
empire by a reduced United States mili- 
tary budget subject to the qualification 
that there may be “normal setbacks” in 
the process.

‘Adventures of a Digger 


THE TRACK OF MAN, by. Henry Field, (Double 
day & Co., pgs., $5.98.) 

Becatise the track of man lies hidden 
under desert sands and in mountain 
caves, Henry Field has been a digger 
nearly all his life and by his digging 
has become one of the world’s most 
distinguished explorer-anthropologists. 
Among the scientists of all countries he 
has a high place. In acceptance of his 
obligations to them he has written 
books and made reports that, in the 
libraries of the world, are standard 
sources of pre-history information. Now 
Dr. Field has told the tale of the dig- 
ger; his adventures and romance, dis- 
couragements and hard-won triumphs. 


It started when Henry, a 12-year-old 
lad sojourning in England, celebrated 
his birthday by 
digging, with the 
help of hired men, 
and uncovering 
some of the remains 
of an ancient Saxon 
village. That settled 
it. Henry would 
grow up and be an 
explorer - anthro- 
pologist. To that 
mission in life he 
dedicated himself 
with growing and 
deepening devotion, 
zeal and boundless 
: energy, making 
Henry Field very great contri- 
butions to the knowledge of modern 
man concerning ancient man. 

_One doesn’t have to be an anthropolo- 
gist to share Dr. Field’s excitement 
when, delving in the ruins of an ancient 
castle in Trans-Jordan, he dislodges with 
his geological hammer an Upper Ache- 
ulean quartzite hand-ax made by a pre- 
historic’ hunter possibly a hundred 
thousand years ago, especially when he 
explains that it is the first one found 
east of Petra and is the first real proof 
of the antiquity of man in the area. 
That was only one of the numerous 
firsts that he was justified in claiming 
as the results of his labors. 

Then there was the time when in a 
trench at Kish in Iraq he discovered 
the oldest wheeled vehicle in the world, 
a chariot that had been in use before 
the flood of Noah. It was in a famous 
cave in France that Dr. Field, in a way 
came to the end of his quest and found 
the title for his book, naked footprints 
in the damp clay, imprinted as ancient 
hunters had daticed 800 generations ago.

world. 

We must not be misled by the 
fact that as compared with 
what is being said here, so very 
little is being said abroad. There 
is a very important reason why 
the talk and the public excite- 
ment are so much greater in this 
country than in any other. 


Peace or Neutrality. 


It is that we have these bombs 
while—apart from the Soviet 
Union—for all practical purposes 
no one else has these bombs. 
We are able, therefore, to have 
“a policy,” to debate what the 
policy should be, and we can 
discuss the offensive and the de- 
fensive and the deterrent aspects 
of atomic warfare. 

But the rest of the free world, 
having no effective atomic pow- 
er of its own, has no capacity 
for offensive, has no capacity for 
deterrent, and precious little ca- 
pacity for defensive atomic war. 

The comparative silence of 
the other nations does not re- 
flect ignorance or indifference 
but a realization that the only 
atomic policies open to them 
are (1) td prevent war, or (2) to 
be as neutral and non-bellig- 
erent as possible in case of war. 

This, far more than anything 


which is becoming wider be- 
tween us and our allies. When 
the Soviet Union broke our 
monopoly of atomic weapons in 
the late summer of 1949, the 
basic conditions of collective se- 
curity, of united action against 
an aggressor, were radically al- 
tered. 

For when there are bombs 
that are so powerful that one 
of them can knock out a small 
country, and two or three of 
them a middle-sized country, the 
main assumption of collective 
security—as it was developed 
some 30 years ago—is gone. 


An Obsolete Idea. 


The theory of collective secur- 
ity is that if everyone joins in 
a war against the aggressor, it 
will not be too dangerous for 
the smaller countries because 
the big aggressor will be too 
busily engaged to hurt them 
very much. 


I believe I am right in saying 
that as a matter of fact the idea 
of collective security was de- 
veloped in England during 
World War I, and that it was 
based on the notion that the ul- 
timately decisive weapon of war 
was the naval blockade. 

The sanction against the ag- 
gressor was to surround him and 
to Starve him out until he sued 
for peace. To do that the small- 
er neutrals were needed in or- 
der to close the ports through 
which trade went to the ag- 
gressor.

War Not Inevitable. 


These are measured words, 
and this is British understate- 
ment. But if anyone wishes to 
understand why the British way 
of handling the cold war is not 
identical with ours, he will find 
there the root of the matter. 


The most recent of the Bikini 
bombs, had it fallen in the Irish 
Sea, would not only have caused 
a gigantic massacre but it would 
have come very near to destroy- 
ing the organized social order of 
the British Isles. 

I do not myself believe that 
the race of atomic weapons 
must lead, or that it will lead, 
to the great war. And it would 
be, it seems to me, a cardinal 
mistake, supposing the impos- 
sible were possible, to agree to 
a kind of self-denying ordinance 
against these weapons. They 
will never be abolished by 
agreement. They will be with- 
held if they neutralize each 
other. 

The greatest danger they now 
present is not that somebody 
will push a button and start 
dropping them. It is that we 
shall fail to adjust our policies 
to the nature of these weapons. 

There are already strong in- 
dictations that our real alliance 
—which is in the North Atlantic 
region—as distinguished from 
the phantom of collective secu- 
rity—is in serious jeopardy be- 
cause of a failure to take fully 
into account what has happened 
since 1949.

They Like to See Patients Wa

Y the time 
Byears old, he had 


oppertunity to learn 
hospitals. Born with a 
excavatum (caved-in c , he 
had 12 attacks of pneu in 
four years because there was 
too little room for his lungs to 
expand properly. When he was 
4% years old, surgery was per- 
formed, with a second operation 
a year later. In January 1953, 
Ronnie’s physician referred bim 
to the physical therapy 
ment for exercises fo strengthen 
his abdominal muscles, improve 
his posture, and increase his 
chest expansion. ' 

Despite a series of colds, Ron- 
nie co-operated and performed 
his exercises faithfully. Now, 
at 7, he looks like any husky 
little boy. He hasn’t had a cold 
since last October. 

“It’s a good feeling,” Sister 
Mary Alcuin, RS.M. of ‘St. 
John's Hospital, says of Ronnie’s 
progress. “It’s always a good 
feeling when they recover.” 

One of the most satisfying 
professions in the medical field 
is that of the physical therapist 
who, like Sister Alcuin, can see 
tangible evidence of her perse- 
verance and efforts. A patient 
who has been critically injured 
in an accident learns to use arms 
and hands again. A little girl 
in leg braces progresses to the 
point where she can go to school, 
A Korean war veteran who is a 
double amputee is helped to get 
around on his new limbs. 

“You get a terrific bang out 
of seeing a patient put on his 
shirt and button the buttons,” 
says Marie Anne Brown, physi- 
cal therapist at Deaconess Hos- 
pital and an enthusiastic advo- 
cate of the profession. “Perhaps 
your next patient will be able 
to get up and walk away. 

“Of course, some of them 
don’t respond. You may have 
to try one personality on them 
one day and another the next, 
Your approach must vary from 
patient to patient. For that rea- 
son, it’s stimulating work with 
never a lag, never a dull 
moment.” 

As is the case with all mem- 
bers of the healing professions, 
there just aren’t enough physi- 
cal therapists at present to meet 
the growing demand. At pres- 
ent, there are 60 physical ther- 
apists—or p.t.s. as they refer to 
themselves—employed at 17 
local and East Side hospitals, 
as well as at the Elias Michael 
school. 

Because p.t.s. cannot give 
treatment without a doctor's 
prescription, they feel closely 
allied to the medical profession 
and this week, most of them are 
planning for the joint session 
to be held here Sunday and 
Monday, when members of the 
Missouri Physical Therapy Asso- 
ciation will meet with the Mis- 
souri State Medical Association 
and discuss their mutual prob- 
lems, among them the recrul 
ment of more p.t.s. 

Although physical therapy goes 

to 500 B.C. to Hippocrates, 
the father of medicine, it is 
relatively new as a profession, 
having been established after 
World War I and given great 
impetus by rehabilitation work 
with veterans in World War II. 
It is described formally as “the 
employment of therapeutic exer- 
cise, massage, and the utiliza- 
tion of the effective properties 
of heat, cold, light, water, and 
electricity in the treatment of 
disease or injury and in perform- 
ing tests.” P.t.s themselves like 
to describe it as “the rehabilita- 
tion of the handicapped, a serv- 
ice that is a career.”

COEDUCATIONAL field, 
A although there are more 

women than men in it, it 
has been attracting more men 
who learned about therapy while 
in service. There are 33 schools 
of physical therapy in_ the 
United States, three of them 
affiliated with the Army. 
Locally, both Washington and 
St. Louis’ universities have 
schools which train physical 
therapists as well as occupa 
tional therapists and laboratory 
technicians. Work for a B.S. in 
P.T., the customary degree, may 
be a four-year course or may 
be 12 to 16 months additional 
training for the person who al-

ready has received a degree © 


in nursing, physical education, 
or a science. 

“There is such a terrific de- 
mand for physical therapists,” 
Miss Brown says, “that it could 
not be met if all the schools were 
filled to capacity right now. P.t.s 
going into the field can special- 
ize in almost any phase. They 
can work with polio victims, 
cerebral palsy cases, or crippled 
children. They can go into gen- 
eral work, into rehabilitation, 
work with the Army, or in geriat- 
rics, the science of treating the 
elderly. 

A survey of case histories com- 
piled by St. Louis physical ther- 
apists describing their work gives 
you an insight into its variety. 
One therapist writes of a. 13- 
year-old schoolgirl from Flora,

of 80 per cent of her skin, and 
whose life was saved through 
excellent medical treatment in- 
volving 17 skin grafts. The job 
of the therapist was to help her 
gently and carefully exercise 
joints which had to be kept still 
so the grafts would hold. Warm 
whirlpool baths were used to 
stimulate the blood flow in her 
skin and prepare muscles for ex- 
ercise. With the help of parallel 
bars, she learned to walk again. 
Now she is back home, in school. 
Her pretty face is unscarred and 
she hopes in time the other scars 
will fade. ’ 

Another physical therapist de- 
scribes helping a 46-year-old man 
with rheumatoid arthritis to walk. 
Another, the case of a high school 
boy who received a blow while 
playing basketball and lost his 
speech and muscular control. 

Still another relates happily 
how a woman who had been 
helpless after an automobile ac- 
cident is back at home, caring 
for her family and was able to 
entertain the therapist at dinner 
recently. Another tells of a pilot 
who crash-landed his light plane 
and sustained a fracture of the 
spine which paralyzed him from 
the neck down. He is now able 
to sit up and is regaining the 
use of hands and fingers. 

A little girl with cerebral 
palsy has improved not only 
physically but mentally, so much 
that her therapist concluded that 
“it would appear that physical 
therapy can and does play a large 
part in habilitating individuals 
who at first meeting seemed 
hopeless cases.”
